Jk New Edition of the following Dissertation 
upon the Book of Psalms, with Illustrar 
tions upon each, by Mr Babclay, having long 
been desired by his Friends, a Committee from 
the Berean Congregation in Edinburgh, was ap- 
pointed to carry the measure into effect.

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Vl LIFE OF MR BARCLAY. 

Mr Barclay was bom in 1734. His father, 
Mr Lodovic Barclay) who was a farmer in the 
parish of Muthill in Perthshire* at an early period 
designed his son for the ministry, and acoording- 
ly gave him a classical education. 

On the 27th September 1759? Mr Barclay was 
licensed by the Presbytery of Auchterarder, as » 
preacher of the Church of Scotland; and was 
soon after engaged by Mr Jobson, then minister 
of Errol) to be his assistant. In this situation 
he remained for several years. 

It was here that he began to study the Scrip- 
tures in their connection. To this he was in* 
duced by the violent disputes that were going on 
at that timebetweenpvofessingChristiansof differ- 
ent denominations. He had not long prosecuted 
this course of enquiify> until» by the grace of GU>d> 
he was made, not only to perceive^ that the doc* 
trines of all these sects werti contrary to Scripture, 
but that even he himself had been led by the 
opinions of inen^ to entertain notions of .divine 
truth, which the Scriptures did not warrant 

Being induced by these means, to throw off 
the authority and the systems of men, he bbldly 
and feifflessly preached what he saw to be sup- 
ported by the Scriptures, and by the Scriptures 
alone. About this period, having, as his custom 
then was, prepared and written out a discourse to 
be delivered on a communion Sabbath, (the impor- 
tmce ikttacbed tp whic)i occasions i^ wdUl known^) 
"he neglected to put it. in his pocket. Not hav^ 
mg^ observed this ciircumstance till he was in 
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the pulpit and public worship had eommciioed, 
he was suddenly and unexpectedly left t4i the 
reaource6 of his own mind. He instantly re scdr- 
ed to take for his discourse a subject, whidi 
had for some time previous been to him iratter 
of deep and serious meditation. This subject 
was Rom. x. 9. < If thou shall confess with thy 
< mouth the Lord Jesus> and shalt believe in 
' thine heart that Qod hath raised him frouk the 
« dead) thou shalt be saved.'* The doctrine con- 
tained in this text led him, in this disoour8i>» in* 
to the connection which subsists between the 
truth as believed in the heart, and its insopan^ 
ble consequences in the present* and etemal wel- 
fare of the believer, and which was so deeply im- 
pressed on his own mind, that from theci efcM:- 
ward he ceased not to declare, without ref erve. 
what he saw and believed to be the truth. 

In following the light, which the connected 
view of Scripture so abundantly poured in upon 
his mind, he was necessarily led to oppose many 
of the doctrines which were held by Mr Jtibson, 
and many others in the connection. This natural- 
ly brought upon him a rebuke from Mr Jobson. 
But all the opposition he met with only tended 
to confirm him the more in those truths which 
he saw to be of divine authority ; and induced 
iiim decidedly to adopt )he line of conduct fol- 
lowed by the first preachers of the gospel, ^ Wlie- 
< ther it be right in the sight of God, to hearken 
' unto-you more than unto Crod^ judge ^e? 

Mr Jobsoa, on account of tkia contmxic^ o-^ 
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iiad made up their minds ; that as they were per- 
fectly satisfied with Mr Barclay, they had fixed 
their choice on him to be their pastor, and) there- 
fore, they wanted no trial of any other. 

They.were then told by the principal heritor^ 
tliat as they refused his proposal, they should be 
excluded their choice of any other. Application 
was then made to the heritors of the parish} by 
Mr Robert Foote, minister of Eskdale-Muir, and 
his friends, in order to obtain the presentation to 
the church and parish of Fettercaim. This ap- 
plication was successful. On the 5th February 
177S> a meeting of Presbytery was held at Fet- 
tercaim, and the inhabitants of the parish were 
requested to attend, for the purpose of voting for. 
Mr Foote, although he had before this time ac- 
tually received the presentation. The votes of 
the congregation being called for, there were^ 
notwithstanding the influence which had been 
used for the purpose, only three in the whole 
parish that would vote for him; other three vot^s, 
however, were afterwards procured from among 
non-jurant Epscopalians, who never intended to 
be members of the congregation. The parish- 
ioners then, by a notary public, took a protest 
against the settlement of Mr Foote, and appeal- 
ed to the Synod ; declaring that Mr Barclay was 
the person they had chosen as their pastor, and 
to him the presentation ought to be given. 

The Presbytery at die same time took mea- 
sures to prevent, as &r as in their power^ the 
setdeikient of Mr Barclay at this place. They

had formerly libelled him for his doctrines, and 
thej now refused him a certificate. This arbitaiy 
measure, on their part, was persevered in, not- 
withstanding all the efforts and representations 
of Mr Barclay and his friends. The Presbytery 
had decided on the matter, and accordingly they 
refused to alter their resolution. Mr Barclay, 
therefore, had no choice left, but to appeal to the 
Synod. 

Both appeals thus came before the Synod at 
the same time, and in both cases the Synod con- 
firmed the decisions of the Presbytery. Protests 
were taken against the decisions of the Synod, 
and two several appeals were now carried to the 
General Assembly. That by the parishioners 
against the heritors^ the Assembly at once decid- 
ed in favour of the heritors ; and on Mr Barclay^s 
appeal being taken up) though it was ably support- 
ed by several members of the Assembly, yet it 
was ultimately decided that the Presbytery were 
justified in withholding the certificate. It was 
then that Mr Barclay finally left the communion 
of the Church of Scotland. 

As he had, however, while before the Assem- 
bly, an opportunity of vindicating the doctrines 
which he taught, and also of preaching several 
times during his stay in Edinburgh, many were 
brought to the knowledge of the truth, and gave 
him the right hand of fellowship. But in propor- 
tion as his doctrines were circulated abroad, and 
in many cases favourably received, so were his 
enemies aroused to more vigorous exertioci^ vcv ^vx^*

Instead, faowero-, of re> 
ferring fa- proof to the Smpture* alooet «b AouU 
Imtc been the caae, tbe zeslous of every demwii- 
nadon drew all their arguments from tbe seilti- 
nenta of Uieir favoorite authoTB, which afforded 
but a feeble bulwark against that toirrait of evi- 
dence} which Mr Barclay) in 8uj^)ort of his doe. 
trines, so abundantly poured forth, fixtm the am- 
ple resources of the sacred Scriptures. Mr Bar> 
clay uniformly explained and maintained his doc- 
trines with an eloquence and energy peculiar to 
hinuelf ; and oa this account he soon a^uired a 
pt^pularity in Edinburgh, equal to that which he 
had attained in any place vh«« he had former- 
ly made his appearance. 

. Several hundredsj who were brought to the 
knowledge of the truth, formed themselves inta 
a church upon those vwy principles for which Mr 
Barclay had been censured by the Presbytery of 
Fordon. These, hoveVer, Mr Barclay thought 
prop« to leave for a short time, and to comply 
with the earnest invitations of his many friends 
in Fettercaim, who still r«nained firmly attach, 
ed to those doctrines which he had so long de- 
chured amoog them. Accordingly he went thither 
about the beginning of Juty^ and during two Sab> 
baths preached in the open air to many thousands 
who had collected from the country around. 

He was warmly pressed to remain with hia 
friends in this place ; but as they had not as yet 
procured a place of worship, and as he had left 
6i« p^}e ia Edinburgh rather abruptly) he was 
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under the necessity of returning to the metro- 
polis. But the people of Fettercaim, and the 
other parishes around^ who were attached to tlie 
cause of truth, being still fimi in their determi- 
nation of having him, if possible, for their pas- 
tor, feued ground for the purpose of building a 
church at a place called Sauchybum ; and &uch 
was the alacrity of their exertions, that in little 
more than three months they had a commodious 
place of worship erected and finished. 

Some time previous to this, however, Mr Bar- 
clay had become acquainted with Mr James Mac- 
Rae, a young many who had been a school mas- 
ter in Crieff, and who professed to be of the 
same mind with him in all points of doctrine. 
As this gentleman appeared to be possessed of 
good talents for usefulness) Mr Barclay was 
highly pleased with him, and accordingly re- 
commended him to the reception of the people 
of Fettercaimy at the same time enjoining them 
to try his doctrines by the standard of the Bible. 
The house not being finished at his arrival Mr 
M'Rae preached for some time in the open air. 
The people were in general well satisfied with him 
as a preacher, and desired Mr Barclay to give 
them a final and decisive answer, whether he 
himself would come and labour among them, or 
whether they should draw up a formal call for 
Mr M*Rae. Mr Barclay, conceiving that he 
would have an opportunity of being more exten- 
sively useful in Edinburgh,^ was glad that the 
people of Fettercaim were satisfied mxVv ^Vc 
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M^Rafiy and ficoorduigly directed them instaA^ 
taneously to cal^ him as their pastor. They did 
NO ; and Mr M^Bae was regularly inducted by 
Mr Barclay in the spring of 177^* * Th? Cdfl- 
gregatiop of Fettercaim at this time qon^is^e^of 
from one thousand to twelve hundred memb^fa^ 
all of whom Mr Barclay had gained to the janh 
fessipn of the gospel, during his nine years mii^ 
istry in this p}ace. 

Mr Barclay on }iis returp to Edinburgh, ap 
completely woq the affections of his people, that 
he conceived they would remain as firm ami 
steadfost to t\^e doctrines of the gospel as the peo*. 
p]b of Fettercaim had done, even though he w^a 
not ali^ays present with them. Accordingly^ Mr 
Barclay} \mng influenced by a strong desire to dia- 
^ii)inat^ the truth in other quarters, after some 
time, left the chvirch in Edinburgh under the care 
of Do^ops, and went to London, for near two 
yeartLhe continued to prea^b there> at Bristol, 
andPtherpWcesiuEnglfpid. He fcMrmed a church 
ifi Lpncbtf^y ant) also e^t^b];ished a meeting, which 
regularly assembled 9^9^ arW^^k in the evening, 
for tlie piff pctse qf di§put^g with ^y wbp might 
be disposed tP call hl^ ^P^tripes iu question. This 
meeting forded \q t^Q^ who were possessed of 
talents for ^ei^soning, spcb ^ ff^vourable opportu- 
nity to ej^]^t t^em, thj^t n^anj pf his friende ip a

pubfic f{ieikiiig. By tUn moaiMf, uaefcil labwih 
era were raiaed up to mpfiy those extcndviB 6eUa 
vblch Mr Biurcley had opened. 

One of tbeM> Mr NeUetm, a 8urgeoD» was imt 
doimtopreacJi to tbecongregatioB in Edinbur^ 
who» fiir went of a teacher of ability, had b^un 
to be in rather a disunited fltate* MrNeibon^by 
bm exertfopcu k^t them together for a consider- 
able timey and their numbers continued to in* 
creeae, until he lost the eoteem of the leaders of 
the oongr^ation, by an unhappy hypothesis 
which be framed* 

Upon this, the congregation came to the m* 
solution of sending for Mr Barclay ; who» heSng 
now siirfoiuided with men of eondderable teknt, 
coMld ret|um to his form^ charge» without any 
detriment to the pecqile in those places of Eng- 
land where he had planted churches. 

Accordingly, after ordaining Mr Brooksbanks 
(who had be^ educated for the Church of Eng-r 
land,) pastor of the congregati(»i which had been 
formed i^t Bristol, * and Messrs Donaldson and 
Bishop, pastors of the cougregation in London* 
Mr Barelay returned to his people in £din<r

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burghi Pretions to this, Mr Neilson had been 
8ent to Paisley ; thns at once making room for 
Mr Barclay, and also extending their useful* 
ness. Indeed, so extensive was the awakening, 
excited by the public exertions of Mr Barclay, 
that not only in Paisley, but also in Glasgow, 
many disciples were gained to the cause of truth. 

In 177^9 ^^ Barclay republished all his for- 
nver works, including a large Treatise on the 
Sin against the Holy Ghost, not bef(»ie publish- 
tdj in three volumes, 12mo. 

In 1783, he published, in a small volume, for 
the niore convenient use of the churches, « The 
< Epistle to the Hebrews, paraphrased,^ with a 
collection of Psalms and Songs from his other 
Works, accompanied with < A Close Examina- 

* .tion into the Truth of Several Received Prin- 

* dples.' This volume is now very scarce. 

About the time that Mr Barclay left London, 
a division took place among the people of Fet- 
tercaim, on account of some deviation which Mr 
M*Rae had made from the doctrines which he 
maintained at his first settlement there. Mr 
John Nicol * was accordingly deputed to preach

Catechism Examined ; and a Treatise on « The Faith of the

A second edition of the Catechism Examined was published 

Ht Kirkaldy in 1794, by William Bell, then pastor of the 

Berean Congregation there. And a third edition of the same 

book was published at Glaqgjow in 1816. 

A second edition of the *• Faith of the Gospel I>ittiiigiushed/ 

Ac mupublisbed at Glasgow in 1818. 
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at IVUMFcaim, who vas the next in order as a 
wjRter, ift Soathaidy in TUidicatioD of those doc 
trnea whidi Mr Barchiy held ; his woriuh as aL 
rsady Boted^ will pvo¥e a lasting- mommient of 
^e ssvndBeBB ci his judgm^it^ and of the hero- 
ism of his character. He was ordained pastor 
there by Mr Janes Ikmaldsoo^ who, some tiase 
prenevs tothii^ hod to leare London by the 
adKriceof the physiciani^ for the benefit of his 
healthv And on eaamg to Pefteroaim) he was 
-very snDcessful in peeoveraig many finmrt those 
^eviatiGns i^ich Mr M^Rae had disseminated 
anmrgst them. But having HMde sereral visits 
to Dundee^ he gainedf a respectaUe opening 
there, and knowing the Tstee of Mr NieoTs 
character, he prevailed upon Imn to ooeupy his 
stMiott at Fettercainiy while he complied with 
die desire of the friends at Ihmdee. This ar- 
nmgeffleiit, however, was not of kmg continu- 
taM. Ml' NicoFs heakh gate way, and^ he bad 
to be removed in consequenee ; but ultimately 
rcftiring to KirhaMy, he became the planter and 
nourisher of a ehnrich there, where be finished 
his career, fighting the good fight of faith. U]>- 
on his leaving Fettercairn, Mr Alexander Rae 
made his appearance, atld 8i3^)piied the kdt of 
his service there, for upwards of 25 years, with 
great success. 

Mr Barclay was eng£^d, from the time thrft 
lie left London till his death (about twenty-two 
years,) in watering tb^ iShnrches which, by the 
grace of God, he httdpfertted in AtWet«Wt ^«i^» 
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His whole soul was so taken up with divine 
tilings, and the uever-oeasing desire of benefit- 
ing the souls of men, that his principal delight 
i-onsisted in imparting, to his people the know- 
ledge of divine trutby-^tin comforting them in 
their trials, — in fortifying their minds against the 
temptations of the worlds — and in encouraging 
them in their Christian warfare. The £uqiiiar 
and engaging manner with whiph he conducted 
himself in hid private visitations, endeared him 
to his people, and made them always baj^y when 
they saw him entering their houses. He paid 
I'egular visitations every day ; and the salvation 
of Christ, and the blessings that flow from it^ were 
the theme that formed the b^inning and the 
end of all such interviews. 

Mr Barclay^s disposition being naturally opea 
and unsuspecting) he took, those who bore:^ fa- 
vourable appearance, to be as honest as himself. 
On this account he was often deceived in his 
estimate of characters. In his enjoyments, Mr 
Barclay was temperate.; and in all his claims he 
was moderate, almost to an extreme. In dis- 
ciplin^9 he was rather lenient; and referred more 
to the power of divine truth upon the conscience, 
than to church censure; alleging, that the cords 
of discipline when drawn too close, might rnakt^ 
liypocrisy the deeper, but could never make men 
what in reality they were not. 

His death, whiqh happened on the 29tli of 
J uly 1798, wiis occasioned by apoplexy. That 
dyr being Sabbath, and feeling himself rather

THE BOOK OF PSALMS. 



TS it not surjMrismg at thisday, when all honeit 
freedom of inquiry is banning to be so 
much indulged, that those vast mountains of 
rubbish which whole legions of commentators 
ha¥e been heaping for ages upon the Psalmsy 
are still suffered to lie almost unmolested, un- 
touched ? For what though some one, hapjpUjy 
may have discoi^tfed) assayed, and laid open the 
goldoi Tein of truth which runs through that 
preeiouspartionQf thebookof God; wfaerehave 
they beoEi found who have pursued the ^track, 
md wrought the mine? or, if some have actu- 
ally begun to put their hands to the work, yet 
ia snch a ahy, leserred, partial, hidden manner 
hare they jNroceeded, that we may stiU' say, 
idiece ave they P who are they ? as if they had 
bsen stealing away, rather thanr boldly aTouch* 
iog die cause of truth. 

How.muoh die cause of truth, to' the hurting 
qf fldanj iouls, hath suffered by wresdtt|( tlv«k.. 
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particular book of divine inspiration} may ap- 
pear from*a comparison of the common stream 
of commentators with the words of the Holy 
Ghost; who hath certified us, > that no pro- 

* phecy of the Scripture is of any private inter- 

* pretation. For the prophecy came, not in old 
^ time^^ or at any time, as the margin reads, 
' by the will of man : but holy men of God 

* spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost.** 
Now, where has the Holy Ghost, in the whole 
public interpretation of the Old Testament writ- 
ings by the apostles, given any one hint for ap- 
plying any one of the Psalms, or any one part 
of a. Psalm, to Davids or any one of the pen- 
men, concerning whom we hear so much, who- 
aoever they were ? Is not a dead silence ob- 
served: on this head throughout the whole New 
Testament ? A shrewd hint, that, whoever was 
employed, the Holy Ghost had no hand in any 
sudi applications : for he hath said to the 
dhurches concerning the salvation which the 
iqpostles preached, ^ that the prophets inquired 
.^ and searched diligently, who prophesied of the 
^. grace that should come unto you: searching 
< what, or what manner of time the Spirit o^ 
^Christ which was in them did signify, when 
.^^ it festified before-hand the sufferings of Christy 
.« and the glory that shoulifollow. Unto whom 
■^ it was reviealed, that not unto themselves, bat 

* unto us they did minister the things which are 

* ilow'rej)orted unto you, by them that have 
^/irfBtwhed. the gospel I unto you, with the Holy 
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' Ghost sent down from heaven ; which things 
^ the angels desire to look into."* Agreeably to. 
all this David had said by the same Spirit in bin 
last words, f The Spirit of the Lord qiake by 
< me, and his word was in my tongue/ And 
the Lord said to the Jews, < Search the Scrip- 
' tures, for in them ye think ye have eternal 
^ life ; and these are they which testify of me.' 
It was the Scriptures of the Old Testament ti> 
which they were referred ; and this teacheth us, 
that Christ is the great and principal subject of 
them; and that our most painful study and 
learned researches are to no profit as to eternal 
life, and consequently to nothing at all, if we 
cannot discern God testifying of his own Son, 
our Lord Jesus Christ, in them. As, in that 
place, he refers to the Scriptures in general, so. 
when going to accomplish his obedience in hitc 
death at Jerusalem, he tells his disciples ex- 
pressly of the matter, pointing to the Psalms in 
particular, saying, < The things which are writ- 
' ten in the Prophets and in the Psalms coii-T 
^ ceming me have an end.** And accordingly, 
in the New Testament we find manv of the 
Psalms expressly applied to him ; which shews, 
as Christ is the great subject of the Scriptures 
in general, so in particular, and especially of 
the Psalms : and therefore we should search for 
Christ in them, even in them all : for, if no 
part of the Psalms is to be explained of Christ, 
but what is in as many words applied to him in 
the New iLtstam&it, as some would msVuc^ v^- 
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Min of like ptecioas £akh wfaii tlie'apofllkis 
Ktidert how be tiught to be moved with the bi^^ 
eaA indignatioii uid pity, when he hears a set W 
mail, widi their admirers, mibstitutiiig what 
tfaey call their moral virtue, sincere obediMoa» 
j^ood dispositions of heart, and such Hke n iiUW B» 
(I say names, for m their sense and eonKectiofi 
they can be nothing -else but names, fslsdKMda^ 
and not truth), instead of Jesus Christ and Uai 
cmidfied, for the justification and acceptance «f 
mnen with Grod. They leave you at ao lata 
itr their meaning ; for, to pass by other devices 
of linirs to establidi an imperfect instttd nf ^n 
porfect obedience, (O master-plot -of heU, toiea^

6oi 'many.tif 
Aem are not ashamed, nor afraid) after «U limt 
the witnesses for the IxMrd Jesus have advianoadp 
broadly to speak out. 

They have different ways of phrasivg and dia- 
guising the matter : sometimes they wiU teU >you» 
that Jesus Christ by his death laid a foundatiatt 
for the acceptance of your repentance and. laidi^ 
and that he works the^e graces in you* and upon 
account of them you aite . M»^ted «f fiod ; M 



otlier liaefti to the aatne purpOBe, they ViH t«U 
yau, tbftt Jesus Clirist purduwed iyy liis fihMli 
tb^ Motting out of idl pest scoms, «nd thst ke 
gives you the Spirit to work in you the sioidl 
iJsCiies, and aU good works, which if you bring 
fioKfay you are justified and accepted in lhesi|^ 
of Grod on account of them : whereas, they 
lai^t as^ell have taught you of your being >ac- 
sipted and justified in the sight of Gody upM 
the account ci an eneigy from IkU upon yWir 
ifkit, the one being ss true as tlie other ; see- 
ing there is no acceptance, no jusdficsdon ^ 
spy person with God but thiouj^ the blood of 
the Lamb only, excluding, in this respect, lall 
cur good works, as much as our bad works. 

No matter, they go on in their way, hardy, 
lealoHB, undaunted: no wonder the bUnd he 
fbremost; for Satan hath blinded their eyas» 
and they see not their danger : how else could 
yM see them set whole congregations -of poor 
draeiyed people a singing the xvth and xxivth 
Bialmsy according to that blasphemous view 
tfeqrhtfveigiyen of that righteousness whereby a 
nai^ can asc^od into the hill of G>od? as if it 
Mdd be any oth» but the righteousness^of God* 
mmx the tightisousness of his Servant whom. Iw 
^fbQidgldl, his iileot in whom his soul ^Idighb. 
flti^ fox whose ri^teousness sake Jehovah .is 
wett^kased, because he hath magnified :4he Jaw 
atiA mtiAe it honourable, and is .beooue the wmi 
thrrfof for irighteousness to every oneiduitJbei- 
lii»Fadi; havkig .purged away.vidie Mb bf iiia 
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people by himself, and then entered into the 
highest heavens with his own blood, their ae» 
cepted Head and Forerunner, having obtained 
eternal redemption for them ; who enter along 
with him. in his right, in their appointed time, 
not by works of righteousness which they them^ 
selves have done, but by that finished, ac-* 
cepted, everlasting work of righteousness which 
He, their Lord, their Representative^ hath dope 
for them ; whom he also sanctifies throughout, in- 
body, soul, and spirit, to the glory of his Fi^ 
ther, and so makes meet for the inheritance pur- 
chased and prepared by himself for his saints in 
Hght. 

Nevertheless, as if it were a heinous guilt to 
leave any saying of the Lord unwrested to the 
destruction of as many as sliall fully imbibe the 
spirit of their doctrine, they persevere in their 
purpose, and make the xviiith Psalm also chime 
in to the same tune, where it is said, ^ The 

* Lord recompensed me according to my right- 
< ebusness,^ &c. ver. 19— -27. which they ap- 
ply to the good people of their own flock, as 
bdng similar in their experience to David.— 
Not a word here of the good Shepherd who laid 
down his life for his sheep ! In like manner, 
Psahn xxvi. never fails to be sung in the same 
strain, especially on a communion occasion, when 
you behove by all means to be put in mind of 
some earthly altar ;^ I will wash mine hands in 

* innocency'— Whose innocency ? your own in- 
deed! £6v9 does not the royal psalmist David 
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mj9 < I ^U wadi mine hNads in iimoeeney, «o 
'"win I encompaM thine ^tar, OLopd?^«— He 
bad need to be very pure, who wonkl «dveB€flM 
opm 4Baadi a boast ! Ptsalm cxviii. 19. ^ O^en 
< to me the gates of righteousness,— thi« is the 

* door,^ fcc. seldom escapes being pressed huto 
the same service. If they happen upeii imA 
occasions to drop a word about the righteousness 
ofQirist, you may expect to hear it upheld only 
u« pattern to your righteousness ; that, as he 
entered into heaven by his own pei^t ebedienee, 
e?en so might you, by the highest perfeetion-or 
obedience which you c«i attain to, to wit, ytmr 
sincere, though imperfect obedience, orende»» 
^mirs after it ; whidb is, they say? your gospcS* 
perfection, and which the new eovenont, with 
Rumy other things which the Holy Ghost gives 
tt little allowance tor, adnks of, according to 
them ; I say, accor^ng to them? if so be you 
wiR dllow the scope of a whole sermon to explain 
itself, 

The texts commcmly made to stand on the 
front of sudi destroying doctrines are such as 
these, all the words -dF the Lord Jesus speaking 
of Inmself ; « I delight to do thy will, O my 
« God — O how love I thy law !' Or, bearing 
wftness to the righteousness of the law whidi he 
came to fulfil; * As I live, saith the" Lard, I 
' 'have no pleasure in the -death of him that 
f dieth,* kci — * The man that doeth these things 

* shall livHB by them/—* Verily, verily, I say 
f imto you, except your righteomness -AiAl ex- 
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* ceed the righteousness of Scribes and Phari- 
^ wes/ &c. or some such passage of a like spinty 
where a righteousness is recommended, by which, 
a xoan may have entrance given him into the 
kingdom of heaven. 

As they make this righteousness in their texts- 
^mething else, and not the very righteousness 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, it is evident, that all 
their after-talk of sincerity, virtue, repentance, 
fJEUth^ (for faith is a name they must deal in too^. 
though they take away the sense of it, and give 
you one more suitable to their own ideas), good-p 
iiess of disposition, and the like, can be nothinygr- 
else but a round-about way of bringing in an 
absolute juggle, (not designed, it may be, by 
them, but at least by the father of lies, who 
makes whom he may the venders of his abomina- 
tions), a mere shufBing, cutting, dealing, and 
Ikying, of a pack of unintelligible words. 

The effect of those their doctrines of vanity» 
where they take place, may be compared to the 
admission of a multitude of swine into a garden 
fidl of precious roots and flowers. So have they 
used their endeavours to root up every precious 
thing in the book of Psalms, and indeed in the 
whole word of God, as if they had received a 
conunission to deal by the Scriptures as the IsraeU 
ites did with regard to the land of Moab, * To 
^ smite every fenced city, and every choice city, 
< and to fell every good tree, and to stop all 
V wells of water, and to mar every piece of good 
VJand with stcmes.' Thusjthey utterly q)oil^ 
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the Moabites. And thus the end of those who 
are possessed with such a false spirit of doctrine, 
except they be again dispossessed? may be re- 
pvesented by that herd who ran from the Ga- 
darene-mountains violently down a steep place, 
and were all choaked in the sea. 

They who have conscience for it, may call 
such ones Christians? if they please, and then, 
when they have done so, endeavour to sanctify 
Satan by calling him Saint. But saints indeed 
will do well to consider those words of their Lord, 
as they stand in their own connection, * Every 
* plant which my heavenly Father hath not 
< planted shall be rooted up.' 

These are the men who are for ever filling 
your ears with something or other about philo- 
sophers, TuUy, Seneca, Socrates, the divine 
Plato, as they call that other whom the devil at 
Delphos is said to have deified, (honest heathens, 
the wonderful things the light of nature teaches 
you f) the moral sense, the beautiful, the sub- 
lime, . the decent, the fair, the handsome, and 
sometimes the t« »»x»f and the r« 9r^«r, (for they 
love to speak plain !), with other ravings of the 
88me stamp. 

There is another, but in many respects very 
different kind of men, indeed, whom you will 
find also at the head of their thousands and 
ten thousands, who do, verily, highly, as just^ 
ly, disapprove of those misinterpretations of the 
Paahns, and other scriptures concerning iighu 
«cNuiieB% kcjmt now BBtentioiied, 7^ «xe\y^ ta 



mefuiftfMe themselTes of some sort of oomi] 
leAveB ; which shews its malignity in them alsi 
bipt in a different appearance from the former. 

Observe them only expatiating and enhirgi« 
Ufjoa their darling heads of spiritual deser|]0B; 
hidings of God's count^iance, withdrawing»of h 
flavour, or a sense of it at times from his aocep* 
edl dear children) doubts and fear» about theiriyi 
t«(e» darkness concerning their interest in Chn$^ 
whicby wi^ their other kindred topics of dii 
eoAMTle^ make up no small part of their doctriu 
anA j^ularity. 

To give a taste of this same leaven: afti 
thescy or the like words9 of the Lord Jesus ban 
come in their way, * In my prosperity I said, 
^ shajl never be moved : Lord, by thy favou 

< t]M>u hast made my mountain to stand strong 

< Tbou didst hide thy £ace> and I was troubled 
These expressioyisy the meaning wheredT is no 
dilE^t to seey when viewed in the light of tb 
^pQstoUc testimony, do they compare with, an 
flfostrale h^ Chat testrmony? No; but wid 
Ae exp^rieaees of Job, who, in the day ci' U 
^q||iot|oi|^ 8aid» ^ O thai i^ weve with me as - ii 
* months past, when the candle of the Lobk 
c ^ned ujpon ny head f I» the cause ci Jisb'i 
<l^l9[i]^aini ai inecr^P' But wihatever he fe&nA 
(imhie4i.QPiffmfhitied)o{^ itwasnoty ceitaiaij 
j$^W<^ 9oj^ OBMenmg his state with God^ driai 
illt^i^^Jll'^lvrtst; 8(»eing in that he triuinpM 
iyiAJp.4Mrfi^ 4»}PBgb < I know that myiJbt 
<'d^P9« JiF^ihiimrSihm^ he slay me, j^.mli 
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* I put my trust in him :— -then shall I be at 

• rest.' 

They proceed next to David's experiences, as 
what frequently happen, say they, or may hap- 
pen, to all saints. How they trumpet forth that 
. £unou8 saying of his which he said in his heart, 
< One day I shall perish by the hand of Saul,' 
4rc. If that of David had any relation to a be- 
liever^s fears of falling into perdition, it is plain, 
that the reading of the sentence to the end, 
would have given the conclusion a quite con- 
trary turn ; being a proof, that, like David, they 
thought they should escape, and not fall. Why 
do you trifle with us in the name of the Lord ! 
Have we need of this ? or, if such a doctrine is 
to be maintained, has it need to be maintained 
with such weapons ? 

They are now come to the Psalms ; and there, 
see how they seize upon every strong figure of 
speech which the Holy Ghost hath used, expres- 
sive of the sufferings of Christ, and of the fol- 
Io¥ring glory ! Lo, how heartily, blindly* and 
boldly they apply them all as expressive of the 
frames of the spirits of David, Heman, and 
Asaph) in the times of their soul-trouble and 
spiritual desertion ; till at length, through their 
prayers, supplications, fastipgs, and tears, they 
find a glorious outgate (as they speak) by a new 
andsensible manifestation ! And these same risings 
and fedlings in their spirits or frames, through 
the vain supposition that they were the experi- 
ences of mere mortals, are considered) \]L^\\s^d> 

C 
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and 'ascertained, as so many incoHtrovertible 
models^ or patterns of God''s sovereign way of 
deaUng with Iris children, whom the New Tes- 
tament says, he fills with peace and joy in be- 
Keving; so that they even glory in God (which 
is mot an accidental anning and going thing, b^ 
ah essential permanent part of their character) 
through their Lord Jesus Christ, by whom they 
have now received the atonement. 

But those leaders, in diametrical oppositicm to 
the apostles, apply upon occasions to the saitots 
and faithful in Christ Jesus, all such passages 
in the Psalms as the following : ^ My soul is Bore 
Vexed — The sorrows of death ccMnpassed me-— 
The pains of hell got hold upon me — Thine 
arrows stick fast in me — Deep calleth unto 
deep at the noise of thy water-spoutp : all thy 
waves and thy billows are gone over me— Hor- 
ror hath overwhelmed me : I sink in deep mire, 
where there is no standing — I am <;ome into 
deep waters, where the floods ovei-flow me — 
I am like a pelican of the wilderness — I have 
eaten ashes like bread, because thou hast lift-^ 
ed me up, and cast me down — The deep waters 
are come into my soul — My. 6oul refused to be 
comforted — I remembered the wormwood and 
the gall—- 1 remembered God, and was tix>u. 
bled — While I suffer thy terrors, I am dis- 
tractedj** or torn asunder — < Will the Lord 
cast off for ever ? and will he be favourable ne 
■* imofe ? Is his mercy clean gonefcpr ever ? An^ 
^ d^ his promise fail for evermore ? Hath Go^ 
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^ forgotten to be gracious ? hath he in anger 
< shut up his tender mercies? Selah. And I 

* saddy this is mine infirmity : but I will re- 
^ member the years of the right hand of the 

* Most High,' 4"^. What ideas have those men 
of the power and operation of the Comforter up- 
on the spirits of the saints, when they think that 
their state, even at any juncture, may be de- 
scribed in the yery same language which describes 
the power and operation of God's wTath upon 
the spirit and body of their Redeemer, when 
standing "in their room, and drinking up for 
them that cup of bitterness which the Father 
had put into his hand, that they, in place there- 
of, might have a cup of salvation, thanksgiving, 
and eternal consolation, put into theirs ? 

O vain men, how came ye to make sad the 
hearts of- those whom the Lord by the sadness 
of his heart hath made glad ? how many dis- 
tressed ones go with a back bowed down always 
through the influence and burden of your strange 
doetrines ? How came ye .to rob them of their 
peculiar privileges and titles, calling them des- 
ponding believers, whom their God and Father 
had filled with the Holy Ghost, and all his di- 
vine consolations and fruits, love, peace, hope, 
joy »— joy unspeakable and full of glory ? 

How came ye to overlook, that th^ infirmity, 
or weakness, which ye attributed to them, was 
their strength, their glory, their crown ? What 
else mean such passages as these ? ^ He was cm- 
* cified through weakness ; but raised a^^^xvVyj 
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* the power of God — ^Put to death in the flesh ; 

* but quickened by the Spirit.' And the years 
of the right hand of the Most High, which he 
said he would remember, are they not explained 
by such passages as these ? « For the joy that 

* was set before him, he endured the cross, and 

* despised the shame, and is now set down again 

* on the right hand of the Majesty on high. — I 

< have glorified thee upon earth : I have finish- 

< ed the work which thou gavest me to do. And 

* now, Father, glorify thou me with the glory 

< which I had with thee before the world was ;"* 
which glory is spoken of in the book of Proverbs, 

* The Lord possessed me in the beginning of his 

* way, before his works of old. I was set up 
' from everlasting. Then I was by him as one 
' brought up with him : and I was daily his de- 

* light, rejoicing always before him : rejoicing 
' in the habitable parts of his earth, and my de- 

* lights were with the sons of men.' Was it not 
for the joy of bringing many sons and daughters 
to glory, that he came into the world, < made 

of a woman, made under the law, made the 
curse ?"* Yea verily ; for their sakes, ' in the 
days of his flesh, he offered up prayers and 
supplications, with strong crying and tears, 
to him that was able to save him from death ;' 
which he was then undergoing, and was heard 
according to all his desire, and exalted for his 
submission and obedience to his Father. It 
was he who sunk in the miry clay ; and was 
raised, and set upon a rock. The waves of 
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wrath went over him, the deep waters broke in 
upon his soul, and his soul was troubled; so 
that he cried, < My soul is sorrowfuU exceeding 
* sorrowful,' sorrowful round about, * sorrowful 
^ even to death/ His spirit was distracted, torn 
asunder by the terrors of Jehovah. The arrows 
oF God stuck fast in him : the mercy of Grod 
went clean from him ; and the judgments of God 
rested upon himt for a light to thfl nations of 
them who are saved ; that they might have the 
boldness, and not the amazement, through the 
blood of their Lord, the atonement ; who ob- 
tained for them the remission and kingdom, not 
in the way of favour or mercy to himselfy but in 
die way of strict absolute justiccy as the dile 
wages of his own most absolute perfect obedience 
in their stead. 

But alas I though all this true doctrine con- 
cerning the sufferings of the Lord and foUotving 
glory be strenuously maintained by those men 
we speak of, yet they have not thought of it in 
such as the above-mentioned passages of the 
Psalms ; and therefore^ according to the softest 
thing that can be said, they have inadvertently 
made all they maintain of the truth in so far of 
none effect, by. pouring into the hearts of God'^s 
children the vinegar, wormwood^ and gall ct 
GkxTs wrath, which their Surety drank wholly 
up to their immortal consolation. Wherefore, 
to ascribe to them any part of the expiatory suf- 
Cerings of their JL^ordy as described in the word* 
of the Holy Ghost ; what is it, let candour say, 

3 
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but implicit blasphemy ? designed, or unde- 
signed, does not alter the case of those who are 
wounded, when they ought to be healed. 

The question here is not, whether there be 
such a doctrine or no, as those men plead for ; 
but whether it be to be found in those advanced 
proofs of theirs from the Psalms ; which) it is 
alledged, in opposition to their sentiments, have 
a sense of their own, quite separate from, and 
absolutely unconnected with, if not altogether 
eversive of theirs ? 

If ihey would allow any weight at all to their 
positions, and not expose themselves with their 
tenets to ridicule, they ought to shew the world 
the sealed authority of the Lord supreme, the 
only Judge of -such controversies. Let them 
carry the cause to the only lawful court which 
binds the conscience of the Christian, and hear 
what the apostles of Christ say, whom he com* 
missioned his ruling and judging Princes over 
all the Israel of God, to bind and loose on earth 
all those things which he liimself hath bound 
and loosed in heaven. We behold them en- 
dowed for this purpose with power from on high, 
shortly after the ascension of the Lord, and not 
before ; upon their decisions, therefore, from the 
beginning of their acts to the end of their testis 
mony, let us rest all our matters : neither does- 
this make void Moses and the Prophets, any 
more than the Lord made void his own parables 
by his interpretations of them ; or the proph&. 
^ies sffkd the law, by fulfilling them. 
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The apostles, the apostles alone^ arc the voice 
of God to the Christian churches ; and not Moses 
and the Prophets. Let nothing therefore be im* 
printed on our hearts, but the hand-writing of 
the apostles. The hand- writing of the apofltlei 
is God'^s imprimatur. 

Do you believe, then, O friends, and freely 
allow us, that the Spirit of Christ in his apos- 
tles is his own, his only interpreter, exclusive 
of you and of all the universe ? You must either 
give up your argument, take shame to your- 
selves, and give God the glory, or advance some 
other guise kind of proofs than those from the 
Psalms, from Job, or even those so much in- 
sisted upon by you all, ever and anon insisted 
upon, from Isaiah, chap. 1. ^ Who is among you 
* that feareth the Lord, that obeyeth the voice 

< of his servant, that walketh in darkness and 

< hath no light ? let him trust,' &c. Is this a 
description of a believer in darkness, and with- 
out light (as your argument supposeth) concern- 
ing his spiritual state, or his interest in the love 
of God? According to the prophetic style, one 
would naturally think in this place of a person 
in some temporal calamity, who- was assured of 
bis eternal happiness, but uncertain as to the 
particular event of his earthly affairs, which his 
heavenly Father had kept in his own hand, for 
the daily exercise of faith, whereby such a one 
was assured all would be well upon the whole, 
though for the (iresent he had in himself no as- 
surance of his way, but only in his God, whom 
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he oould trust in all events ; as if a son, desti- 
tute of aD things, in the midst of a dreary wil* 
demess, not knowing one inch of his way to- 
wards safety, should there, upon the spot, meet 
with his own father, friend, and guide^ who had 
come forth to seek him, with power, and will, 
and great desire, to conduct him to his own 
abode. But you have other things in your 
head. 

* Feareth ! and obeyeth !' Are fear and obe- 
(^eiice, then, marks with you of one that know- 
eth no't whether the Lord loveth him or not ? 
The apostles would have taught you, that there 
can be no such fear^ or reverence and obedience, 
as here spoken of, without love for their princi^ 
jie ; and no such love without the person'^s know- 
ledge of God's love to him. < Herein is love, 

* not that we loved God, but that he loved us. — 

* We love him, because he first loved us ;' and 
manifested his love to us. Obedience is the ex^ 
pression of this iove. Thus the debtor and Mary 
knred much, because they knew their Lord, 
their creditor, had forgiven them much. But 
yovL join creeds with one who daringly said, 
"* God can read the truth of love in thy heart 
' towards him? when thou canst not read the 
^ truth of love in his heart towards thee.^ But, 
says another, whose creed is rather more ster- 
ling) as being one whom God hath confirmed, 
and upheld for a pattern to all them who should 
a&srwBida believe, < I know whom I have be- 
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* lieved— Who loved me, and gave himself for 
« me/ 

Your allegation from Song ii. is answered hj 
these remarks : for, whatever the spouse sought 
her Lord, her Beloved, for, it was not for clear- 
ness about her interest in his love ; for she loved 
him because she knew her interest in his love. 
But how absurd is your application of this place d 
is it possible for you to ascertain your sense of 
it ? might you not as well, as some of you have 
done, have alledged these words of the Lord in 
proof of your point, that the children of God 
are sometimes forsaken, and know not his love 
to them ; therefore they cleave to him by the 
faith of adherence, as you speak, while thq^ 
want what you call the faith of assurance ; and 
so cry in their mournful moods, when they are 
without the sun, with their Lord on the crost^ 

* My God, my God, why hast thou for9aken 

* me ?* Dare you stand by this interpretation ? 
see where it will lead you ; being, if it be any 
thing at all in your way, a conclusion against 
the Son of God, that he was for a time without 
the knowledge of his interest in his Father's 
love. But why was he forsaken? was it not 
that those who believe on him might never be 
forsaken P 

Again, Isaiah xlii. 3. « A bruised reed shall 
« he not break ; and the smoking flax shall he 

* not quench,^ makes nothing for your purpose, 
being descriptive of the character of the Messiah, 
going on in the steadiness of his heart, fulfilling

his Fathor^s counsels, upholding his own ekct, 
and all things for the elect'^s sake^ till be has 
called) prepared, and presented them all to his 
Father at the rest(»ration of all things, when he 
diall deliyer up the kingdom, and wipe tears 
from every eye in the new heavens and the new 
earth, where the inhabitants shall not say th^y 
are sick : where there shall be no more sighing, 
nor dying, nor groaning, nor curse. So that, 
a* fStr as a bruised reed and the smoking flax 
may be true emblems representing the state of 
a gracious heart, they were as true of Enochs 
Noah, Elijah, Daniel, and the Virgin Mary, in 
their days, and all their days, equally at one 
ti»e as another, from the first dawning of faith 
in their hearts, till they finished their course with 
joy, as of any other heart whatsoever, even of 
the weakest believer in whom the Holy Ghost 
dwells at this day. So little ground is there 
for building your doctrine on the words of the 
prophet. 

But if you leave the prophets, and come to 
the apostles ; alledging, that even Paul cries out 
sometimes so pitiably, Rom. vii. 24. < O wretch- 

* ed man that I am ! who shall deliver me from 
' the body of this death ?' Observe, he cries out 
also with the same breath in answer to his own 
exclamation, ^ I thank God, through Jesus 

* Christ our Lord.** Which same emphatic 
question and answer are not to be understood 
dT some particular frames of his, at particular 
and different times; but of the one even and 
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uninterrupted echo of the heart of every one of 
those who have the first fruits of the Spirit^ 
groaning within themselves while in this taber^ 
nade, being burdened, waiting for the adoption, 
nnndy, the redemptiim of the body, when they 
shall be delivered from this bondage of oomftp- 
tion, into the glorious hberty of ih» duldren of 
God. 

If it be urged from Heb. ii. 15. that there 
we read of .some weak and doubting beHev^rs^ 
' who through .fear of death were all their fijGe* 
' time subject to bondage,^ whom Christ came 
to deliver: Remark the answer to your last 
argument) and the connection of the present text, 
and then honestly say, if the persons there said 
to ihave been all their lifetime^ through fear of 
death, subject to bondage, are not all those whom 
the Lord by his death delivered from sin, death» 
and the power of Satan, even all whom he sane- 
ttfied in himself who are all his brethren, of one 
father, with whom he partook in flesh and blood, 
Abraham, Samuel, and John the apostle, as 
much as any other periton whatsoever of the 
bhod of Adam, whom he loved and washed in 
Us own bloody having found them all in ,tfa^ 
same ctrndemnaticn, that he might bring then 
all to the same absolution «Dd glory in himself;

■ Lastly) if you insist upon 2 Pet. i. 10. where 
believers are called upon to give all diligence to 
make their calling and election sure, that there^ 
fore believers may be ignorant of their calling 
and election, and consequently in darkness as to 
their interest in Christ ; it is asked of youy to 
whom is this calling and election to be made 
sure, according to your sense ? To God ? Ab- 
surd I can w(vms of the earth have any influenee 
upon the purpose or knowledge of God ? To 
themselves ? No ; the address to them came too 
late for that : for they were already designed aa 
Elect, and called according to the foreknowledge 
of God, &c. 1 Pet. i. 2. as being made par- 
takers of the divine nature through the know- 
ledge of their Lord and Saviour, &c. Now, if 
they are supposed not to know their own cha- 
racter and designation, the exhortation, proceed- 
ing upon their knowledge of that character anif 
designation, must go for nothing. To whr 
then are they called to shew their calling ai 
election ? even to all who may behold them ; 
the Lwd said to his disciples, John xv. < J 
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^ have BOt dboB»i me, but I lurvie cixMKn toll 
* and onlakied you, that ye fihould po and fanap 
( Ibrth fruit, and that tout fruit «hoiild 
^ i^Hereia is my Father gimified. that re 
' much fruit, fio shall ye be.* that i<k. ajy i Tu e 
yourselves to be, ' my disciplefu* And aeux^ 
^ The foundation of God ttandeth CHre. hariag 
^ this seal. The Lord knoweth them who are hk : 
< Aad, LfCt every one that nametfa the none of 
^ Jesus depart firm iniquity .^I knov mr 
^ dieep, and am known of them, and they know 
^ my voice) and they follow me/ — Shew your 
fitt'th by your works : as your chanty by your 
abns-gtving. Make your caUii^ and dectioD 
Bare. Prove them, manifest them «;uFe. Let 
tke Spirit of life within you hare free scope in 
die direction of your life and motions, that it 
nay appear you were not sealed to the day of 
redemption for nothing. Thus a man is de- 
clared just by his works, eren as God himself 
IS just^fed, or declared just in his works. Thus 
duldren, servantsy wives, subjects? soldiers? make 
rare their loyalty and love by their obedience^ ac- 
erading to the relation, election, and calling? as we 
nay express it? of their several respective states. 
Thus good fruit makes sure the goodness of the 
mother-tree. Thus Isaac made it sure that the 
Lord was true, and Sarah barren no more. Thus 
all witnesses <tf truth establi^ and make sure 
the facts which they only shew, and not do. So 
do ye make your sure calling and election iqp- 
pear, as being God^s workmanship, cxeat«d in 
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Christ Jesus unto good works, which Gk>d hath 
before ordained that je should walk in them ; 
as dear children, holy and beloved, walking 
worthy of God to all well-pleasing? as knowiiig 
vour election of God. 

• 

Those spoken of 1 John ii. 13. are evidently 
the same persons considered in different respects, 
and not believers of different ranksy or degrees 
in grace, as weaker and stronger : Certain it is, 
the weakest of them, even in your view, are not 
described as doubting of their interest in Christ, 
but assured of that ; in whidi point they are 
equal all of them. ^ I write unto you, little 
children, becau^ yojir sins are forgiven you 
for his name's sake. — I have not written to 
you, because you know not the truth, but 
because you know it, and that no lie is of the 
truth : for ye have an unction from the Holy 
One, and ye know all things.* And again, 
Hereby know we that he abideth in us, by the 
Spirit which he hath given us. — And we know 
that we are of God. — And we know that the 
Son of God is come, and hath given us an un- 
derstanding that we may know him that. is 
true : and we are in him that is true, even in 
his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true God, 
and eternal life. Little children, keep your- 
selves from idols. Amen.'' 
It is now entreated of you, in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, that you excuse this freedom, and 
consider the answers which have been given to 
yoat arguments, whereby your principal weapons

have been endeavoured to be wrested out of your 
hands, that jou might not for the future endea- 
vour to abuse yourselves, and your hearers, by 
abusing the book of Psahns, or any other por- 
tion of the book of God; and that, at least, 
one might be clear of the blood of all men. Be- 
ware, O beware of that judaizing spirit of yours, 
lest thereby it come to pass, that Christ profit 
you and your followers nothing; and you be 
found guilty of undoing, to all intents and pur- 
poses, before God and man, the doctrine of 
sanctification, which is by the Spirit of Ghrist ; 
as the former set of men were found guilty of 
undoing by their doctrines (which you hated) the 
doctrine of justification, which is by the blood 
0^ Christ. 

There is a third set of people whom it is not 
easy to describe at full length, as being a mix- 
ture of many things, but who seem to be strong- 
ly characterized by their leading features in the 
writings of the apostles, as deceiving, and being 
deceived, spoiled and spoiling, with philosophy 
and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, after 
the rudiments, or elements, of the world, and not 
after Christ ; being given up to profane and vain 
babblings, and oppositions of science falsely so 
called. One of these gentlemen will think no- 
thing of reading you a text, for example, out 
of the iid, xvith, or Ixxiid Psalm ; and then, 
without any ceremony, apply it to some earthly 
constitution, or establishment of human wisdom's 
deyimig, which may have struck his lanc^ w^ 
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proper subject for him to display his talents 
upon, as much (if the Holy Ghost, Acts ii. ttid 
xiii. chap, may be allowed to know his own 
meaning) in the spirit of the Psalm, as^ if you 
had been entertained by the performer with a 
story or two out of the Fairy Tales, or with a 
parcel of Lady Mary Wortley Montague''s Let- 
ters from Constantinople, instructing you con* 
ceming the seraglios, customs^ and dresses, that 
obtain among the Turks. 

This way of doing puts one in mind of thai 
precious creature who courted his mistress in 
the words of the Song of Solomon, and called 
her the Fair Circassian ; or that other, a minia* 
ter too, who, in a letter I lately saw, congratUr- 
lated his friend on his having married a wife 
with a portion, in the very language of the Lord 
Jesujit saying, « The lines have fallen to me in 
* pleasant places." How terrible is this ! Were 
even those rare divines of the last age farther 
gone in guilt and absurdity, who, in all the 
long-robed gravity of their wisdom, solemnly 
burlesqued the Psalms, and that in the name of 
the Lord, after prayers read, and a blessing im- 
plored, that they might be enabled suitably to 
apply and improve ? And so with a vengeance 
they did apply and improve — how suitably, let 
the world judge ! The K ing — the Lord'^s Anoint- 
ed — his righteousness — his righteous cause— 
his glory filling the whole land — his flourishing 
crown— righteous sceptre— peace of liis govem- 
mentf 4l^. To whom were all those eulogiums 
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from the Psalms applied ? To the Lord, of whon 

they were meant ? No. To David ? Nor to hin 

neither. To whom then ? To whom but to thi 

good King Charles of blessed memory ! Let JEi

And why, pray, should; nCit 
we look with equal detestation and contempt up* 
on the man who should deal so by the Fsahns^ 
or any other part of the Holy Scriptures ?

There are indeed a few Psalms whidi Mttik 
t0 be in the way of dialogue, or chorus ; such 
as Psalm ii. xxiv. xlv. xci. cii. cand. cixxit and 
perhaps several others ; yet those are all e^defitu 
ly so full of Messiah the Lard> that^ thou^ 
there be a change of persons speaking in tbeM^ 
tkey make no infringement upon the geaevil 
rule here advanced; founded, not on a m6t#* 
physical subtlety^ but on plain oommon senss^ 
level with every one's apprehension, who in stteh 
matters knows but the right hand fFom' the lell. 
Por illustration, take the following exampk#^ 
PsaL xL 6-^9. is brought in, Beb. x. & Hr i^ie- 
Jcen by Christ : shew a change (tf person itl tftb 
speaker, and mdeed the alkdged mterpretittklli 
of the lest of the Psalm fells lo> the gfouBc!* al- 
lowr the npcaker the seme, and -■ it sta^dis good, 
itt spite of aU the power of oontradicfioiY and 
wit.— Psalna xvm- 49. is. appHed, Rom.

* thee are fallen upon me.^ Not a word of Da* 
vid I This Psalm is more frequently quoted of 
Christ in express words, than any other in the 
book.— Psalm Ixviii. 18. is explained, Eph. iv. 
8* of Christ^s ascension, receiving and giving of 
the Holy Ghost. — Psalm xlix. 4. and Ixxviii. 2. 
are said to be fulfilled, Matth. xiii. 3b. when 
the Lord began to open his mouth in parables : 
this interpretation lets us into the meaning of 
the historical Psalms^ which are so many Old 
Testament parables^ wherein the Lord himself 
is the historian.~*Psalm Ivii. 7. and cviii. 3. 
quoted of Christ, Rom. xv. 9. where harp and 
psaltery are called upon to awake and praise^ 
will let us into the meaning of all those Psalms 
where all such instruments of music, organs, and 
those of ten strings, are introduced, with cym- 
bals and dancesy into the worship of God ; being 
dedgnedy in the temple-service, for figures to 
expiress that spiritual worships joy, and exulta- 
dflQ, which are uttered in harmonious concert 
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by the mouths of all th& redeemed assembly and 
church of the first-born, in the power and com- 
munion of the one Spirit ; which same dancest 
organs, and instruments of music of all kindsp 
were never more to be employed in such service, 
after that dispensation, alid earthly economy, 
whereof they were a part, along with the temple 
and sacrifices, were set aside and abolished for 
every when the true temple and sacrifice, even 
the Lord Christ, was come : otherways^ if such 
things had been to continue in use among the 
churches of Christ, Me should certainly have 
had some precept or example left us by him, or 
his apostles, without which, the using of them 
in churches must be as ridiculous absurdity, su^ 
perstition, and will-worship, as if y9u were to 
blow trumpets at the new moon— to circumdae 
yourself and your sons after the example of 
Abraham — to present yourself with all your fa* 
mily three times a-year before the Lord at Je» 
rusalem — or^ after the manner of Josiah, and 
upon the same authority, to make a covenant 
with the Lord and all the people, according to 
all the words and manner found written in the 
book of the law of the Lord by the hand of his 
servant Moses ! and indeed, in this last paxticur 
lar piece of Jewish service, you will find thou* 
sands, and ten thousands of your fellow-sub- 
jectS) at their very hearts, bloodily in earnest to 
join you. Such persons would do well to con- 
sider the spirit of the apostle's doctrine, GaL v. 
!■■■■ 5. where we are plainly given to under- 
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Stand, thaty if we acknowledge our obligation 
in part to bear that yoke and burden, we are 
bound to the whole ; and that the nature of that 
same acknowledged part is like the poisonous fly 
in the apothecary^s ointment ; Christ shall profit 
us nothing ; nay, Christ shall be our death, and 
not our life : for, if light had not come, there 
had been no condemnation for walking in dark- 
ness. But of this by the bye. — Psalm cxvi. 10. 
is applied) 2 Cor. iy. 13. as spoken by Christ.— 
So also Psalm cxvii. 1. in Rom. xv. 11.— Psalm 
cxviii. 22. in like manner, Matth. xxi. 42. — And, 
to mention no more under this head. Psalm cxix» 
upon the true application whereof so much de^ 
pends, as for substance, in many other places, 
so in particular, ver. 1 39, parallel to Psalm Ixix. 
9.18 lm>ught by the Holy Ghost, who leads into 
oil truth, unto the remembrance of the disciples* 
John ii. 17* as written before-hand of the Lord* 
the purger of his Father'^s house, * My zeal, the 

* zeal of thine house hath consumed me, hath eat- 

* en me up.' And the very sentence which the 
Lord passeth, Matth. vii. 23, upon those whom 
he there condemns, you read verbatim, ver. 115. 
of this Psalm,^ < Depart from me, ye that work 

* iniquity.'' So you see this cxixth Psalm, and 
the Sermon upon the Mount, are spoken by the 
same person : and, alas ! you are blind, if you 
do not see them both running in the same strain 
aad spirit, explaining, vindicating, establishing 
the law in that very sense in which he alone, 
who is perfect as his Father is perfect, fulfilled 
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it in his heart, in his life, -in his death, aocord- 
iog to the perfection of Jehovah^s self. Bejaice, 
believer ! 

These few examples, out of fifty others equal- 
ly clear, which might have been brought, may 
suffice by wny of a hint, which every one nuiy 
pursue at pleasure, for the illustration of the first 
rule : which brings us to what is equally plain 
and conclusive, 

A 2d rule of interpretation, namely. That 
wherever you meet with a Psalm that is not 
directly applied itself to Christ, yet, if there be 
any part of it evidently parallel to any part of 
another Psalm which is so applied, you must 
i^ly them both alike, because of the sameness 
of the person and subject, as argued above ; ac- 
cording to that mathematical axiom. If two 
tbings are equal to one third thing, they are 
equal to one another. Thus, for illustration of 
this remark, if you allow Psalm xl. to be spoken 
m the person of Christ, you cannot deny but 
the Ixxdi (which is only a repetition with little 
Tariation of the five last verses of the xlth) must 
of necessity be explained in the same way ; not 
ofDavid^ but of his Lord. In this view. Psalm 
cviii. where Christ's spiritual dominion over his 
church, gathered out of all nations, tongues, 
kindreds, and languages? is described in such 
terms as seemed good to the Holy Ghost, will 
fix the meaning of Psalm Ix. where also Moaby 
Edom, and Philistia, are introduced with Judah 
and Israel, as subjected, owning, and trium^h^ 
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n^ in their subjection to their own eternal King. 
SoalsOy Psalms ii. xx. xxi. xxiv. Ixi. Ixxii. Ixxxix. 
cxlix. ascertain the meaning of many others^ as 
of one another ; where the King and his acts are 
praised, according to the quotation from Psalm 
ii. by the apostles, Acts iv. 25. Psalm xxiv. 
where the ascension of the eternal King, having 
reoeiYed the exaltation and dominion over all, 
for his obedience to the death, is celebrated un- 
der the character of a perfect man, according to 
the law, ascending into the hill of God, from 
whence he should never be moved ; this Psalm, 
I say, will vouch for Psalm xv. where the same 
diorscter and reward are described. To call 
any mere mortal the Eternal King, would beim 
iniquity to be punished by the judge. And what 
better is it to tear from him his character for 
which he received the glory, and give it to an- 

■ 

(rther? Will he give his glory to another ? Tiis 
praase to graven images ? Consider this, ye who 
hare ascribed the perfection of righteousness, 
described in diose Psalms, to sinful worms. 
Pnilm xxii. and cxvi. where the Lord says, * T 
< "will pay my vows in the presence of the people, 
^ in iihe midst of the congregation,^ &c. do evi- 
dently shew who is the speaker in all those 
Psaefans, where such expressions are used. What 
l%ht will this observation spread upon many 
PsduM, and upon many hearts ? on Psalm Ixr. 
1. Ibr one example, « Praise waits for thee, O 
* "Lora, in ZSon— O' thou that hearest prayer? 
^ fUMoibee shall aH flesh come.'— Why ? < Un- 
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* to thee shall the vow be performed."* What 
VOW ? Even his vow, who said, < I come to do 

* thy will, O God/ — And « Mine iniquities 
< have taken hold upon me/ Psalm xl. 11. as 
here, * iniquities prevail against me."* He charges 
himself alone with the iniquities and sufferings 
for them ; but in the blessedness and glory he 
takes in his saints, saying, ^ Our transgressions 

* thou shalt purge away— we shall be satisfied,^ 
&c. Ought not the minister to observe such 
things, especially upon sacramental occasions, 
when the people are shewing forth the death of 
the Lord, that is, his vow fulfilled in his own 
blood to the praise of his Father for ever, that 
they might eternally sing the song of the Lamb 
that was slain ? How different would be the ef- 
feet of this lively true persuasion upon the heart 
of the humble adorer, from that insipid unscrip- 
tural notion of some kind of covenant, vow, en- 
gagement, bargain, obligation, which people are 
iaid to be making, or renewing with their Lord, 
in the eating of his supper ? How can they main- 
tain this their doctrine, and deny the unbloody 
sacrifice of the mass ? for if the commemorating, 
or keeping in remembrance of a fulfilled cove- 
nant or vow, be a renewing or making of a co- 
venant or vow, the Papists will rid their feet as 
well as they, when they come to give an account 
of their propitiatory sacrifice of the mass for the 
dead and for the living.

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^hen you have been told, with the symbols of 
Vfuir Lord's body and blood in your hands, that 
vou were come to his table to renew or make 
your covenant with God, to make up your 
|ieace M-ith Grod, to get an interest in Christ* 
and to get this interest cleared up* and so 
forth ? May we not ask you, if your eating and 
drinking in such circumstances was not saying 
Amen? — Then, behold, as the conclusion of the 
whole matter and senuce for the day, iiprears 
itself an admired creature, the most esteemed of 
the whole association, and with all possible so- 
lemnity of manner, reads you out, for the ground 
of the ensuing discourse, in the forecited cxvifh 
Psalm, these words of the Lord Jesus, * I will

in its glory, to attract the heart and eye of the 
true worshipper, and place what you will in the 
room thereof, though you should shew us all in 
heaven and earth besides? you do no more than 
if you should say, Behold the tower of Babel f 
or» the image of the great goddess Diana 1 vrox:- 
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^hip them f and glory in your gods ! Might not 
a Jew, should he happen to be present, hear- 
ing such an harangue from the cxvith Psalm^ 
delivered by a man of elocution, cry out in rap- 
tures. An admirable sermon I you have no more 
to do but to substitute David, or such like, in 
the place of Christ, and you are the very man of 
of his heart. Should it be so with Christians 
too ? Would not the congregation have been more 
edified if the minister had followed Philip'*s ex-^ 
ample, and begun at the same place and preach^ 
od to them Jesus ? putting them in remembrance, 
how he had paid his vows, made the covenant 
good, and the peace with God in his own bloody 
that they might rejoice in him, and not in them- 
selves ; in his vows, and not in their own ? Say 
not, the doctrine of thanksgiving is hereby de- 
nied : no ; it is established in the cross of Christ, 
and in the power of his Spirit. — For an appen- 
dix to this second rule, it may be added, 

:3rfty. That whatever Psalm has a part of it 
parallel to any passage in the Law or the Pro-» 
phets, evidently pointing to the Messiali, or the 
spiritual things of his kingdom, must be allowed 
the same kind of sense. Thus, Psalm Ixv. i). ta 
the end, and such others, will be easily and safe- 
ly understood by such passages as compare the 
kingdom of heaven to seed sown, and producing 
a plentiful harvest, being blessed and watered 
from heaven, till at length the year is crowned 
with the goodness of the Lord. The whole pro- 
pheci^ of Isaiah are full of spiritual things rcr 



; 
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prasoiled by earthly reBemblanoes of the Mine 
kind, ^rfiere the context determines the sense, and 
shews what we are to understand by fruitful fieldsi 
riviers of wateTf streams in the desert, showers of 
HOD, dean grain, pure provender, forests dapr 
ping Aeir hands, hills singing, cattle rejoidng, 
he See Isaiah vii. xxxi. xxxv. Iv. and John 
TH. 38. Acts ii. 18. One might argue strongly, 
41^, For the confirmation of this doctrine, 
fimn the manifest impiety and absurdity (as 
would appear from the face of the whole Word 
of Ood) of applying numberless passages in the 
Psafans to David, or any man whom God ever 
created, except to the man Christ Jesus aloDe» 
though th«re had been no direct nor indirect ap- 
plfeation of them to him besides the general ta- 
nor of Ae ScriptureSf which is the only analogy 
of faith or form of sound words which the church 
of Christ can allow. What mere creature that 
ever dwelt in flesh and blood could lift up its 
mouth, and say to Jehovahy glorying in itse^lf 
and its own deserts, < Judge me^ and try me— 

< Examine heart and reins, O God — ^Preserve 

< me, because I am holy-— Thou wilt prolong 
^ my life from generation to generation.^-Let 

< ih&n shout for joy who love my righteousness 
* — The world is dissolved ; but I hold up the 

< pillars thereof ?^ How do these things agree 
to any but the holy One of God? of whose years 
there idudl be no end ? Who upholdeth all things 
by the word of his power ; who obtained through 

is crfn righteousness power ova: all flesh» thai 

3 
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he might give eternal life to as many as the Fa* 
ther hath given him. If with this key we open 
the i. and cxix. Psalms, we will be admitted in- 
to the secrets of a perfect heart ; and behold our 
Lord made under the law, exercised, pantiiig 
and wTestling under the curse, till at lengthy 
through his own obedience, he attain to the 
everlasting joy, his own due reward, which he 
gives to his people who rejoice and delight with 
him in all the perfection of the law only asi ful- 
filled in his blood. 

To pursue this important point thiough all 
the variety of examples which might be addu- 
ced, till they amounted to a full and particular 
proof with regard to every single Psalm, would 
make a considerable volume of itself: and good 
service it would be for any one who had time 
and ability equal to the task ; that there might 
remain no shadow of hesitation, where the scrip- 
tures, were spiritual things compared with spi^i- 
tual, would appear to speak so plain. 

Those directing passages in the Psalms may 
be considered as so many erected poles in the 
comers of a highway, ascertaining, not only that 
those remarkable places where they stand are in 
the course thereof, but also all the intermediate 
spaces from one to another. — So that, it is ap- 
prehended, the whole number of the Psalms are 
comprised in this scheme of interpretation. For 
we have no other direction left us whereby we 
may interpret them ; seeing it is manifest, there 
iH not a Psalm, or portion of a Psalm, applied 
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in the whole New Testament as expressive of 
David^s state, hut all of Christ^s, whoistheway, 
the truth, and the Jife ; so that, if we expound 
any thing in the Psalms as relating to David, we 
do it without his leave who hath the keys of the 
house of David. It would not, perhaps; be much 
beyond the fact, if it were affirmed, that there 
are more references to the Psalms as speaking of 
Christ, than to the whole writings of Moses and 
the prophets taken together. 

How careful are the apostles to caution their 
hearers to beware of thinking of David at all as 
the person spoken of in the Psalms ! See Acts 
ii. and Acts xiii. The manner of their quota- 
tions is also remarkable^ having foreseen, through 
the Spirit, no doubt, the abuse that was to hap- 
pen of that book. Thus they say, David being 
a prophet saith— David, in Spirit saith— God 
saith in David --Christ saith in David— the Ho- 
ly Ghost saith by the mouth of David ; but more 
frequently 9 when any quotation is brought from 
the Psahns, David is not mentioned at all, but 
only Christ speaking in David; thus, < Christ 

* saith when he cometh into the world— It is 
^ written, I will confess to thee among the na- 

* tions— I beUeved, therefore have I spoken.** 

It was owing to the mistakes the Jews enter, 
tained about the Psalms, and other lively. oracles 
which were delivered to them, that they rejected 
and crucified the Lord^ even because he inters- 
fireted them in another manner than they : and 
jet the guih; and danger of misinterpreting: them 
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senae of the coDtents. That the seeming, or 
even leal occasion of an ancient prophetic writ- 
ing is no mark at all to direct the interpretation 
to that occurrence, but rather quite the reverse^ 
will appear from Isaiah vii. If you ponder well 
the occasion and circumstances, never occasion 
seemed to bid fairer for determining the whole 
of the prc^hef s message to itself, and present 
tUi^^s ; yet then and there, on an occasion look- 
ing quite the other way, (were human wisdoBk 
the judges) and in the midst of a very mingled 
unlikely-like assemblage of things, was uttered 
that ever-memorable prophecy said to be fulfilled 
when Jesus was bom of Mary the Virgin. Fix, 
the meaning to a son of Isaiah'^s, and you mock 
the Holy Spirit, who tells us (Mat. i. 21.) no* 
thing of Isaiah^s son, but of Christ, when he 
explains the prophecy. If you say Isaiah^s child» 
in his conception, birth, and infancy, was a type, 
of Christ, and that the prophecy was literally 
fulfilled in him, the t3rpe, being applicable only 
in a yery remote and figurative way to the Mes-. 
mh. ; it is enquired of you, How could Shear- 
Jaahub, or any son afterwards born to Isaiah of 
the prophetess^ be a figure, in his conception, 
biithj infancy, of one who was to be bom of a 
viigin^ through the power of the Highest over- 
shadowing, &c. 

The truth is, the carnal people were always 
Uinded, but never enlightened by the times and 
pGcaftions wherein the prophecies were uttered ; 
80 th|^ the time and occasion (as might be made 
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appear hy a hundred instance) are so far from 
being a guide to find' out the meaning of the 
Ptalm or prophecy 9 that? if we follow them, they 
will land us into the very midst of falsehood ; 
and we will find ourselves in such a situation, as 
the Aasyrians? who, seeking the prophet^ found 
themselves in the midst of the streets of Samaria. 
Would to Gkxl we may all escape as well ! It 
was not Isaiah^s prophecies alone that blinded, 
stopped, stupified the eyes, the ears* the hearts 
of the people ; but those also of Mosesy David» 
Jeremiah) and all as many as spake in the name 
of the Lord : therefore, if we have eyes to see, 
ears to hear, and hearts to underHtandf let us 
seef hear, and understand the Spirit of God 
shewing the consolations, tenderness, and mean- 
ing of his own heart? by the apostles, that we 
may drink in the sincere milk of the word, and 
grow thereby ; instead of mucking at the dead 
lM!«asts of titles, occasions, and carnal things of 
carnal tknes : what can we receive in this way, 
but wind, putrefaction, and death? Truly it 
is the one thing needful for us, to sit with Mary 
at oar Lord^s feet, and hear his wovd I Observe, 
OB every occurrence, how the Lord takes occa- 
sion from thence immediately to draw away the 
attention of his hearers from present things and 
occasions, to something quite different from those 
in httdd, even as different as heavenly from earth- 
ly. The man would i^pear crazy, who diould 
afBm, that the Lord came down fconi heaven 
tainatract the world ia those thiqgB whidL tliey 
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i<!V«« AS well before as since ; such as the nature 
«sr Ivmxici, water, soiling, building, making of 

>ii;iir. &c. though he applies^ as the prophets 
Wi fkme before, all those terms in tlie nuuiifes- 
c.^iion of his ^'itness-l)earing to the truth. But 
whv seek farther for a proof and illustration of 
tliis point) than those very Psalms in dispute? 
Take Psalm xviii. for an example of the weak- 
ness of your objection ; the title is allowed- good, 
2 Sam. xxii. 1. yet you have seen the interpret 
tation the apostle hath established, without any 
relation at all to the title or occasion of its being 
written ; which should have fixed the sense to 
David's own circumstances, as you alledge. In- 
deed the title itself, wherein David is called the 
servant of the Lord, might have led us to think 
of some other one than David ; for the servants or 
prophets of the Lord used not to be inspired to 
Hiake declarations of their own sufferings and 
glory. What they themselves at the time un- 
derstood of the meaning, is of no importance for 
us to know, were it in our power to search it out. 
Perhaps they knew little more of it tlum of an 
atfeirtiug dream or parable» whose meaning, in 
ijiie time of (xod^s good pleasure, was afterwards 
o li« discovered by the interpretation. Perad- 

euiuiv* the apostles were the first who knew it. 

s. k'iCjAAmy they were, in any thing ofa full sense. 

'.'tK liutv Ghost was given in vain, if the least

beafit, ready to fall into every snare, trem- 
; for his fathers fiunily, and all Israel whom 
ived, in jeopardy every moment of his life, 
ngled in the thickest thorns of perplexity, 
knowing to-day how to escape to-morrow. 
•*Was it unlike God to shew him, and by 
aH the twelve tribes, in the glass of a nfiw 
lation, on each of those occasions, some part 
le sufferings of the Messiah and of his glory, 
lis and their comfort; till the desire of their 
ts should come? In like manner, in the 
» of prosperity, lest temporal victories and 
rerances should be taken for the fulness of 
r joy, and embraced as the accomplishment 
le promises made to the fathers, they were 
red, as a proper antidote to such earthly in- 
xms^ the glories of the Messiah^s reign^ sac- 
Dg to his suffermgs. Ha8 it BOt slwaji 
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heen the way of our heavenly Father to lisp, as 
it were, and act the child with his childfeOy 
speaking to men, in the language of men, the 
things of Grod ; and to every nation and people, 
according to the natural confusion of their own 
language and apprehensions; that light, and 
spirit, and heaven, might arise upon them, like 
the sun out of darkness, by the just degrees of 
liis own decree, till the fulness of glory should 
blaze out in meridian splendour ? Hence^ in the 
days of David, Saul, Doeg, Shimei, Absalom» 
Goliali, — dogs, bulls, lions, wolves, bears^ sesE- 
j)ent8, 'vipers, unicorns, asps, were proper lan- 
guage for describing traitors and false brethren, 
chief priests and rulers of the people, scribes and 
pharisees, Herod, Pontius Pilate, soldiers^ thievefl^ 
murderers, slanderers, false witnesses, devils; 
who all swarmed about the blessed Lord to de- 
stroy him, and in him his church. 

If this way of interpretation is not allowed^ 
you must say, the Father of our spirits has been 
but trifling with us ; and that he only meant to 
shew us earthly things, because he only used, in 
all his revelations to us, our own earthly lan- 
guage^ the only one he has given us to under- 
stand. Would not this way of yours make the 
history of the fall an old wife''s tale, or some- 
thing sillier ; as if the serpent had been merely 
and literally that animal so called, without any 
evil spirit informing and actuating him ; though 
the devil is called, in plain allusion to this mat- 
texr the old crooked serpent. 
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Lafldj, upon this point; Wemaj say of eve 
fiang that iFas present to David, the fathers, » 
all the prophets, though the revehUions to the 
ran in terms corresponding) indeed, to the la 
gnage, and manners, and things present wi 
them, as Crod said to Abraham concerning Is 
mael, who was bom after the flesh, and not 1 
piomise, ' This is not thy son ; but in Isaac shs 
' tlr^ seed be called :^— which seed was Christ. 

' Ob;. 3. David was a type of Christ; ai 
therefore, though we do not deny there may 1 
something of a spiritual meaning in some of tl 
Psahns relating to Christ, yet there is always 
true literal sense which we must keep by ; £ 
' our spiritual edification in Christ, no doubt 
And if at any time they are applied to Chriki 
it is only by way of accommodation, in a i» 
oondary kind of sense ; while the genuine, orig 
nal, primary sense, is only true of the type, an 
not dT the antitype. 

Ana. That David, being an anointed king an 
prophet, had appointed him by the Lord an o 
fidal part to act, in which sense the priests, an 
all the other kings and prophets of that natioi 
as well as he, might be called the visible repn 
sentatives, messengers, or officers of Christ, 
freely allowed ; but that David (or any of then 
in any other sense was a type of Christ, so as t 
have states, frames, and experiences, similar t 
Christ^ which were typical of Christ^s state 
frames, experiences, remains to be proved. She 
wherein David i^ and wherein not, a tyi^ < 
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Christ ; for that he cannot be so always, is evi- 
dent from Psalm xl. where it is said, < I come 

* to do thy will, O Grod— A body hast thou pre- 

* pared me' — to wit, for a sacrifice or sin-offer- 
ing. How did David typically offer up himself 
a sacrifice or sin-offering ? or what greater like- 
ness had David to the sufferings of Christ, and' 
following glory, than thousands of other believ- 
ers before or since his coming in the flesh ? They" 
were all ordained to suffer with Christ in this 
world) and to reign with him in the next ; nay, 
not only to be as he was, in tribulation while in 
the body, but also to glory, triumph, and reign, 
even in that tribulation itself: so that, when they 
glory, they glory not alone in the joy to come, 
but in those things also which concern their in- 
firmities. Are the saints, therefore, because they 
have all their adversity and prosperity given 
them of God for their joy, and his own glory- 
are they therefore all types of Christ ? But lest 
you say we mock, were all the Old-Testament 
saints types of Christ ? How absurd the suppo- 
sition ! Why then single out David for a type, 
except you tell us where it is written ? It is not 
supposed you would make him a type also in his 
murder and adultery? though you would do well 
to consider how far your argument would lead 
you. As to that scheme of applying quotations 
from the Old Testament to Christ only by way 
of accommodation, though all the doctors of the 
world were at it, as, alas ! some of them are, it 
ia such an outrageous insult and burlesque piit 
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upon the Holy Ghost, that it ought not even to 
be once named among saints as a thing possiblf 
with God ! It unhinges at one blow the whole 
Old Testament and the New ! It rests the ve- 
racity of all the prophets and apostles, that is, of 
God) upon a mere moveable slip-board of diHsi- 
mulation and deceit ! So that, according to it, 
the gospel may be yet but a cunningly devised 
fables and not the accomplishment of the promis- 
es made to the fathers ! By the help of that same 
accommodation of yours, a sharp wit might have 
taught the apostles to have established their doc- 
trine as the fulfilment of ancient prophecies) from 
the tradition of the elders, iG sop's fables, or even 
Mahomet's Alcoran, had it then existed, by tak- 
ing sidtable passages in those books, tearing them 
away from their original sense and connection, 
and framing them so as to express another quite 
different meaning in the same words; which is 
your famous accommodation ! a business suited 
only to the genius and abilities of that father of 
lies, who is said to have solaced a congregation 
ot witches, on the night before they were to bt^ 
burnt, by preaching to them, from John xiv. 1. 
* Let not your hearts be troubled ; ye belie\e in 
< G0JD9 believe also in me T meaning himself. 
But be that as it will, in his temptation of the 
Lord, and in all his temptations wherewith he 
taanpts people by misrepresenting the Scriptures?* 
he discovers, to those who are not ignorant of hif« 
devices, his abundant skill and address at ac« 
ocxminodating ! 

3 
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Obj. 4. But many parts of the Psalms are sudi, 
that It is impossible to conceive how they con bt 
interpreted, as spoken of, or in the person of 
Christ, jins. This is such an objection as tauh 
eludes with equal strength against what yotiMelf 
must allow to be the apostolic application ; mB 
those things which you ignorantly boggle at, cott* 
fessions of sin, heavy complaints, prayers aart 
supplications for pardon and deliverance, thnika- 
givihgs and exultations for these, vehement ex- 
postulations with God, with men, weighty impue^ 
cations upon enemies, Jewish language ahd raan-^ 
nerS) (and do you scruple at them in the Psahnft f)y 
and the like, being all to be found in those very 
Psalms, incontestibly interpreted by the apdsttel 
of Christ : so that the objection lies, not againM 
man, but the Holy Ghost himself : take PsahM 
rl. Ixix. xvi. xxii. Ixxxix. xxxv. for instantai. 
This is such an observation as the whole wei^lt 
of the cause might be made to rest upon it. But 
to be more particular : it can be no objectitili 
against our interpretation of the Psalms, though 
Uiere may be some strong metaphorical eXpt^ 
dons, spirited exclamations, find, to our flppipiei- 
hension, several other very strange things iii 
them, which we cannot exactly shew the mean- 
ing of, being certain we have all the dense or 
spirit of them somewhere in the New Testament. 
For the illustration of this point, you may con- 
sider bur true country proverb, Every hair casts 
its own shadow : which remains still true^ though 
it be no easy affair to untwist the ropci and siy. 
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b 18 the particular thadonr ti erf try inditi^ 
hair. And we are the eaner mi tbis hetfi 
I we hear the apostle, Heb. ix. in g^enrt

How 
eouid sinners cail his righteousness theirs, if he 
hid not called their sin his? Read Isa. liii. and 
oieh passages as these : It pleased God to < make 
' him sin for us who knew no sin, that we might

auatey (as those men say he declares,) that the 
assurance of hope is less certain than the assur* 
snoe of faith, but only that the assurance of hope 
negazds the good thing as certaMy to come, which 
the assurance of faith regardeth as eertainlif tru9 ; 
so that the assurance of faiths or the good luipe 
through grace, is not opposed to^ or distinguish- 
ed from, the certainty^ but the futurity only, of 
the good thing to come, which is equally the ob- 
ject <if the hope and faith) and of the hope, be- 
cause first of the faith : so that the assurance of 
hopey were there any degrees in the case, is rather 
an advance upon the assurance of faith, than a 
less or more uncertain thing ; seeing, by the grace 
of faith, whatever good thing one looks upon to 
be truC) by the grace at hope, with equa\ aasox- 
aace, he looks for {it absent) to come ; so \SaaX, 
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' Jesse; the Booi and Offspring o£ David; As

only by way of imputation^ communication, and de- 
nration from hiifi : for to whom^ besides him alone, 
d all the sons of Adam^ will such a character and 
Ueuedness otherways apply? For^ separate f¥om 
Urn, and as they are in themselves^ the verdict of 
IwBLOfVAja stands thus declared and confirmed against 
them all ; ' There is none righteous, no not one' 
Neither can they be justified in his sight by the

They are all under the curse^ shut 
1^ by the law under sin^ under wrath^ S^, But, 
though this be the situation of all who believe not 
the gospel^ yet ' by him all who do believe it are

people ail become righteous^ as the prophet speaks. 
not indeed through works of righteousness done by 
diemselves^ but ' through the righteousness of God. 

which is by the faith of Jesus Christ to all, and 
upon all them that believe^' who are ' justified 
fireely by his grace through the redemption that 
is in Jesus Christ' — who is made of 0()d the end 
of the law for righteousness' ( or personal justifica- 
tion) * to every one that believeth' — as it is written, 
If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus^ and shalt believe in thine heart that GoA 
hath raised him from the dead> thou «halt be 
saved. For with the heart man believeth unto 
ri^teousness^ and with the mouth confession in 

* made unto salvation.' — In singing this Psalm, 
therefore^ the true worshippers are directed to re* 
joice in Christ Jesus their Mediator, Advocate. 
aoA Forerunner, who for them magnified the law, 
vaA made it honourable, by redeeming them from 
the curse tliereof with his own blood ; and, being 
now through the knowledge of tiie truth set ever- 
lastingly beyond the reach and fear of condemna^ 
tkn by the law, they are teught to consider it in 
the hand of the Mediator, as ' the royal law of* 




* liberty ;' to reverence it^ to love it^ and ttiiobey * 
it ; iiot with terror^ as slaves trembling Bar ftar* lit ' 
damnation^ nor witli mercenary conBidanii!tioq% la 
hirelings working for the wa^^ of eternal ISfe, bit 
with tbe pure, generous afifections of love, gntitnitk 
and joy, before the Lord their Saviour, who bath s^ 
deemed them, not only from the curse of tbelaiCr 
bat also from aU such unhallowed and dii^inting 
meditations concerning it ; constrained l^ U» Idvt : 
to hate evil, and to give thanks at the remembftaHCe 
of his holiness; while, with holy heart-subduiay aiwe, 
astonished and amazed at such sovereign, dirtt^iafci 
inff mercy, manifested towards themselves^ thcgr li^ 
hcMd the terrors of the Lord falling dreadful.;! 
all the fearful and unbelieving, and overwj 
tbem with eternal perdition^— So shaH lit fivie- 
all those whom death, in an evil hour, shall a myri s g 
without faith, and so without Christ, ' witboni; Moct

be driven away, in the judgment, and buviit "watli

G&ost. See particularly, among many others^ Htmtt 
following Psalms, viz. iii. iv. v. xv^ xvi. zvii xiwi 
xadv. XXV. xxvi. xxxv. xl. 4*0. but especiall|r the euk 
tfaooughout—All of which, as shall be showainillr 
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iroper place, belong to the saiue class^ aiul nmst, f»f' 
onsequence, be opened by the same key.

* for ever/ can, with any propriety, be supposed to 
use such an expostulation as this, ' O ye sons of men, 
' how long will ye turn my glory into shame? 
' How long will ye love vanity, and seek after leas- 
' ing ? Selah.*-— ^ expostulates the eternal Wis- 
dom, the uncreated Word, Prov. i. 22. 'How long, 
' ye simple ones, will ye love simplicity f and the 
' scomers delight in their scorningj ana foola hate 
' knowledge? Turn you at 'my reproof. Behold, 
' I will pour out my Spirit unto you ; I will make 
' known my words unto you.* — Thus also, the ene- 
mies of this King are directly charged with ' chafl|g-

13. imprecating and denouncing rei • 
geance against them for their rebellion against Qot ; 
and concludes with encouraging^ and announdrg 
the blessedness of those who put their trust in tl • 
Lord^ according to his own peculiar prerogatiY«% 
being the Judge of all^ and having all power i n 
heaven and earth in his hand^ that those whom 1 • 
blesseth may be blessed, and those whom he corsel h 
may be cursed.

* one that believeth,' and hath redeemed them from 
the curse of the law, being made a curse for lhe\x\*

acter in this Psalm^ is declared just, and entitled to 
eternal life^ as the. equal reward of his own right- 
eousness according to the law ; as Jehovah swear- 
eth by his own life^ Ezek. xviii. and xxxiii. as Moses 
alsoj in Jehovah's wordsj ' describeth the righteous- 
' ness which is of the law^ That the man who doth_ 
' these things shall live in them^' Rom. x. 5. — Isaiah 
also describes the same character^ and sh6ws the is- 
sue thereof in the exaltation of the person to whom 
it belongeth^ chap, xxxiii. 15^ 16. ^ He that walketh 
' uprightly/ Sfv. ' he shall dwell on high/ 4^. Who 
is this that walketh uprightly^ who is exalted, and 
dwelleth on high ? See the solution in the 5th verse 
of the same chapter : ' The Lord is exalteoL ; for he 
' dwelleth on high : he hath filled Zion with jiidg- 
* ment and righteousness.' — If any doubt still re- 
main concerning the interpretation of this Psalm,. 
consult Psalm xxiv. and you will find it is the King 
of glory, who receives the blessing ; who shall not 
be moved ; the Lord of glory, whom the rulers mur- 
dered, because they knew him not, nor yet the voice 
of their prophets which were read every day in their 
synagogues. — Thus the builders rejected the stone 
which was made the head of the comer.-— < This is 
the doing of the Lord, and marvellous in our eyes !' 
— .See the first Psalm.

further than that, to the dull, dry, bare, and beggar- 
ly disquisitions of those carnally-minded Jewish- spi- 
rited interpreters, concerning the procession of the 
ark, its being received into the temple, and set upon 
its own place, with such like . childish ideas, and - 
nugatory observations, retailed and enumerated . 
evQry day^ and almost in every place of worship, in 
the most stale and tedious manner imaginable ; new 
do we find our whole spirit, fervour, and devotion, 
in the most amazing manner, all at once, as if it 
were by enchantment, damped, destroyed, and 
shrunk to nothing, after the manner, if we may so 
jay, of the plump kine, and full ears of com, which 
were devoured and swallowed up by the lean, thin, 
blasted and shrivelled ! — But if, ceasing from the 
Rabbies and Doctors, we take the spirit of the Psalm 
from the Spirit who inspired it, and read it in its 
own light, the light of its parallels, and especially 
the light of the New Testament, we will find, instead 
of the darkness of the Mosaic veil, the glory of God 
shining in the face of Jesus, filling our whole hearts ;
